GSR 227(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 18 of the Mines and i^nerals (Regu¬ 
lation and Development) Act, 1-957 (67 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Mineral Conservation and Development Rules, 1988, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Mineral Conservation and Development (Amendment) Rules, 

1991. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 
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2. In the Mineral Conservation and Development Rules, 1988, — 

(1) in rule 2, for clause (ii) the following clause shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(ii) coal lignite and sand for stowing;’’; 

(2) in rule 4, in sub-rule (1), for the words “the Controller General and the Regional Controller”, 
the words “the Controller General and the Regional Controller or the authorised officer” shall 
be substituted; 

(3) in rule 5, in sub-rule (2), for the words “the Controller General and the Regional Controller”, 
the words “the Controller General and the Regional Controller or the authorised officer” shall 
be substituted: 

(4) in rule 22, in sub-rule (2), after the words “section 5 of the Act” the words “only when the mine 
is being opened after a lapse of 5 years period from the date of approval of mining plan” diwll 
be inserted; 

(5) ill rule 23, for sub-rule (5), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely 

“(5) Where an abandonment takes place as a result of the occurrence of natural calamities beyond 
the control of the owner, agent, mining engineer or manager of a mine, or in compliance with any 
order or directions issued by any statutory authority established under any law in force or any 
tribunal or a court, a telegraphic intimation shall be sent to the Controller Generain^pji the 
Regional Controller within a period of twenty-four hours such of abandonment and a notice«oi 
abandonment under this sub-rule shall be submitted to the Controller General, Contiattn^Jll 
Mines and the Regional Controller within a period of fifteen days of such abandonment '^ 
Form E.”; 

(6) in rule 24, for the words “thirty days” the words “sixty days” and for the words “forty-five days” 
the words, “seventy-five days” shall respectivety be substituted; 

(7) in rule 28, in sub-rule (5),— 

(i) in clause (a), after the item (ix), the following proviso shall be inserted, namely :— 

“Provided that where topographical map in classified as restricted, the particulars 
referred to in items (i) to (ix) shall be incorporated in the key plan to tfic extent available 
in the administrative maps.” ; 

(ii) in clause (b), after the item (vi), the following proviso shall be inserted namely :— 

“Provided that the particulars with regard to-items (ii), (iv) and (v) shall be appUcaMe 
only upto sixty meters beyond the boundary of lease areas.”; 

(8) for rule 32, the following rule shall be substituted, namely 

“32. Removal and utilisation of lop soil.—(1) Every holder of a prospecting licence or a mining 
Ica^" shall, wherever top soil exists and is to be eicavated for prospecting or mining operations, 
remove it separately. 

(2) The top soil so removed shall be utilised for restoration or rehabilitation of the land which 
is no longer required for prospecting or mining operations or for stabilising or landscaping 
the external d umps. 

(3) Whenever the top soil cannot be utilised concurrently, it shall be stored separalely for 
future use.”; 

(9) in rule 42, in sub-mlc (6), for the Note appended below the Table to clause (d),the following 
note shall be substituted, namely :— 

“Note : Mechanised mine means a mine, whether underground or opencast, where the work 
is being carried out by a system of deep hole blasting or with the help of heavy machinery for 
drilling, excavation and transport of earth, overburden, minerals or other mineral.”; 
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(10) in rule 43, in sub-rule (2), in clause (j), the following words shall be added at the end namely:— 

“and shall forward a copy of all such orders or directions to the holder of the prospecting licence 
or, as the case may be, the mining lease.”; 

(11) in rule 44, in sub-rule (4), the following words shall be added at the end, namely 

“and shall forward a copy of such orders or directions to the holder of prospecting licence or, 
as the case may be, the mining lease.”; 

(12) in the Schedule,— 

(i) in Form E— 

(a) in tile box “IMPORTANT”, for tlie words “natural calamities”, the word “reasons” and 
for the words “occurrence of such calamity”, the words “such abandonment” shall be 
substituted; 

(b) for item 10, the following item shall be substituted namely 

' ‘(10) If tlie abandonment is due to natural calamities or order directions issued by any statutory 
authority tribunal/court for abandoning mining operations, the date of such abandonment.”; 

(ii) for Form I-IO, the following form shall be substituted, namely :—
